Plans for the new North Wilmington Industrial Park 
were approved by the Planning Board, Tuesday night. 

The new industrial park consists of 61 acres of up- 
land, a small part of which was rezoned in the Town 
Meeting Saturday, part of the old Tom Daly farm on 
Andover Street. One building is already under con- 
struction, 100,000 square feet in size, and there are 
about a dozen good sized lots of land for incoming in- 
dustry, 
Even as the Wilmington Planning Board was going 
through the motions of approval there were jokes 
about the firms that might locate there - jokes in- 
dicative of the size of the lots being offered - juses 
about another Volkswagen, or a Toyota plant. Dave 
Mathers, an engineer for Dana Perkins & Sons, and 
Mr. Gulesarian, representing the owner, took the jokes 
in stride. 

Also, it was to be noted, they accepted every 
thought, every suggestion, of the Planning Board, and 
quite apparently had done the same thing with the 
Wilmington Water Department. The Wilmington 
Water irtment has stipulated that there must be 
twelve inch water mains, with suitable hydrants etc., 
and a connection to the neighboring PGA Realty Trust, 
which also has twelve inch water mains. The PGA 
‘Trust is where the ice rink is located, and consists at 
this time of 88 acres of industrial land, with more in 
reserve, The trust has been having its difficulties with 
Wilmington town officials. 

‘There is, for Spinelli, and for PGA, a difficulty that 
was largely unmentioned Tuesday evening. The water 
main on Andover Street, which is to serve those two in- 
dustrial areas, dates back to about 1925, is six inches in 
diameter, and frequently is unable to serve enough 
water for the few residential homes Andover

Whelan scores master plan 
consultants, says they

Tewksbury Selectman Joseph J. Whelan said Tuesday 
master plan consultants Nash - Vigier had ‘‘at least a legal, if 
not a moral obligation" to correct more than 50 errors he found 
im the plan. Whelan made the statement at a selectmen’s 
meeting where he listed the errors. 


After Whelan's disclosure, the 
selectmen asked Town Counsel 
Charles J. Zaroulis to determine 
the town's rights in demanding 
further work of Nash - Vigter, 
whose contract expired December 
31, 1972. The selectmen also 
agreed to meet with the planning 
board and master plan committee 
to discuss further action relating 
to the plan, 

Prior to the board's action, 
Selectman Richard A. Adams, 
former head of the master plan 
committee, questioned why 
Whelan disclosed his findings after 
the town meeting. 

Adams said all members of the 
former board of selectmen had 
draft copies of the plan during for- 
mulation, “I'm sure your 
‘suggestions could have been made 
at that time,” he told Whelan,

Firefighter Richard Barrelle, 
spokesman for the Tewksbury 
Town Employes Assn., motioned 
for passage of an article to rescind 
2 1971 town meeting action.
